He was then asked to define his du- 
ties as assistant superintendent of 
schools. He replied that his work con- 
sisted principally of supervising the 
four high schools in the city; but that 
lately he had also been supervising 
some of the grammar schools. Mr. Lati- 
mer wished to know why he had ex- 
tended his supervision to the grammar 
schools, and Mr. Culver explained that 
since this was his first year he had 
visited some of the lower grades in 
erder to more extensively familiarize 
himself with the work and to more in- 
telligently co-operate between the high 
schools and the grammer schools. He 
was asked if he didn’t think the job 
of supervisor in the high schools was 
superfluous, to which Mr. Culver an- 
gwered that he deemed the position 
absolutely necessary. 

Had Not Agreed. 

He declared that none of the high 
echool principals had given out the 
statement that the teachers of the va- 
rious schools had agreed to the plan 
for consolidating the school commence- 
ments. He stated that at the meet- 
ing at which the plan was discussed by 
the teachers they refused to sign the 
plan for the consolidation, but that the 
next day it was announced through the 
newspapers that they had ratified the 
plan. He placed the responsibility for 
this statement upon Major Guinn. 

Following several more questions 
relative to reports of pro-Germanism in 
various schools of the city, he was dis- 
missed and Mrs. Wise was permitted 
to take the stand to make a state- 
ment in which she stated she desired 
to correct geome impressions that might 
have been created by Harvey Hatcher 
before the committee last Friday efter- 
noon.

Two Companies Formed. 

At present there are two companies | 
fully formed and in training for serv- 
ice in France—one is a Slavic unit and 
the other Italian, and they are com- 
manded by Slavic and Italian officers. 


The advantage of forming units of 
foreign-born Americans is explained 
by one of the Polish lieutenants who 
commands the Slavic company. ~ 

“Understanding their language and 
being able to appreciate their ways 
and customs,” he says, “we are able to 
explain in detail the correct execution 
of a movement or the exact meaning 
of an order. In this way we made 
soldiers of them such as they prob- 
ably would never be without the aid 
of their native tongue at the com-' 
mand of their officers. % 

“And the formation of the units* has 
awakened an immense pride in the 
Poles and Italians. The men are 
Americans and loyal to this country, 
but they cannot forget the glories of 
their home-lands or the wrongs that 
have been done them by*the Germans. 


Officers in Charge. 


In charge of the Slavic company at 
Gordon {s Lieutenant Stanisla A. 
Gutowski, whose home is near War- 
saw, in Poland. It was Lieutenant 
Gutowski who raised a half million 
dollars among the Poles of Philadel- 
phia in half an hour during one of 
the Liberty Bond/campaigns. 

Assisting him are Lieutenant Felix 
Matia, Lieutertant Zak and Lieutenant 
Piotrowski, all Polish to the _ core. 
Non-commissioned officers are _ all 
Polish and Russian and the ranks are 
composed of natives of the two coun- 
tries that have so much reason to nate 
Germany. 

The Italian company is commanded 
by Lieutenant Weisz, and in addition

He says that he has no fear but what 
they will prove satisfactory for con- 
crete work in the pavrng or streets.

Captain Hope _ Inspects 

Georgia Military Depart- 
ment—Instructions on Es- 
sential and Non-Essential 
Businesses Issued. 


Approximately ten thousand men, 
and 
colored registrants, will be called into 
the .service from Georgia during the 
month of July. 

The calls have not yet been tabu- 
lated and will not be definitely an- 
nounced until today, or possibly to- 
morrow. Eight thousand Georgia 
registrants were called during’ the 
month of June, four thousand colored 
and four thousand white. The colored 
contingent has already reported at 
Camp Gordon, and the white contin- 
gent will report this week. 

The additional July call illustrates 
| that the government is wasting no 
time in getting the young men avail- 
pone for service, under the selective 
act, into khaki as rapidly as it is prac- 
ticable to transport, and formally in- 
duct them into the service. 

Captain Hope Here. 

Captain C. A. Hope, from the pro- 
vost marshal general’s office in Wash- 
ington, was in the city Monday in 
conference with the selective service 
officers of Georgia and tthe .repre- 
sentatives of the Georgia district 
boards. He talked along thé lines .of 
the requirements of the boards and 
the efforts to standardize the work 
of the service and exemption. He 
will make an inspection of the adju- 
tant general’s offices in Alabama and 
Florida, in addition to his inspection 
yesterday of Georgia's military de- 
partment. 

Every county in. the state, is now 
ready for the assignment of the order 
and serial numbers of new regis- 
trants, so that those who registered 
on June 5 will be in line for call to 
service. 

As the essential and non-essential 
regulations go into effect on July 1, 
the state military department has been 
overwhelmed with inquiries as to rul- 
ings and interpretations of the new 


law.

Milwaukee, Wis., June 24.—In a let- 
ter,’ sent to all pastors in the Mil- 


|} waukee Roman Catholic arch diocese, 


and made public here tonight, Arch- 
bishop 8S. G. Messmer forbids priests 
under his .jurisdiction assisting in 
prohibition movements and denies to 
prohibitionists use of church property 
for holding meetings: The letter fol- 
lows in part: 

“It becomes more evident ffom day 


to day and there is a strong secta- 
rian power back of the present prohi- 
bition movement we may not deny 
that many Catholics, priests among 
them, are actuated by good motives 
and acting in good faith in this mat- 
ter, but they fail to see the absolutely 
false principle underlying the move- 
ment and the sinister work of the 
enemies of the Catholic church, trying 
to profit by this opportunity of at- 
tacking her in the most sacred mys- 
tery intrusted to her. 

“For these reasons I hereby positively 
forbid all pastors of parishes in this 
arch diocese from allowing any pro- 
hibition speeches to be given on any 
premises, be it the church, the school, 
or a hall. 

“On the other hand, this is a most 
opportune time to preach on the Cath- 
olic virtue of temperance, exhorting 
every one to practice true moderation 
in eating and drinking and even total 
abstinence from intoxicating drinks. 

“Prohibition is in no sense modera- 
tion; yet this is the true meaning of 
the cardinal virtue of temperance.”

WHISTLES AND BELLS WILL 
URGE WAR THRIFT PURCHASE 
Today at 12 o’clock the whistles 

and bells of Atlanta will cut loose 

again with an uproar like that which 
deafened the ears and stunned the 
senses yesterday, and the meaning 
of it is that the (Wnited States gov- 
ernment expects éyvyery man, woman 
and child in the United States to buy 
at least $20 worth of war savings 
stamps during 1918, signing their 
pledges for the same not later than 
next Friday night. Every day at 12 


o’clock through Friday the whistles 
will blow and the bells will ring. 
They are doing it throughout Geor- 
gia and throughout the nation. 


Not only was Harry P. Hermance, di- 
rector for war sevings stamps, perfectly 
confident last night that the city will 
subscribe her quota of $5,000,000 in the 
drive which closes next Friday, June 238, 
but Hugh Richardson, director for 
Georgia, was equally confident that the 
state will do likewise with her quota 
of $57,500,000. 

It is no exaggeration whatever, but 
a simple statement of-the facts, to say 
that every indication points to a pbril- 
liant triumph of Georgia’s patriotism 
in this campaign that will compare 
with the great successes achieved in 
other and previous movements for the 
winning of the war, such as the Red 
Cross, the Liberty Loan and others. 

Based on $20 per cepita, which is the 
universal basis for figuring W. Ss. §S.

Premier Says Germany Has 
Drawn Heavily on Re- 
serves and Has Failed of 
Objectives--Russian Situa- 
tion Described As Chaotic. 


London, June 24.—Premier Lloyd- 
George announced today that the next 


ones. There might be a great blow 
coming in the next few hours, he said, 
and certainly in the next few days. 

The entente allies, he added, never 
felt better prepared to meet it. 

Premier Lloyd-George said the Aus- 
tro-Hungarians were in full retreat. 
The question now was, he added, 
whether they would be able to effect a 
retreat. 

The premier, who made his announce- 
ment in the house of commons, re- 
ferred to the amazing organization 
which was bringing Américan troops 
to France. 

Enough Americans to Satisfy Allies. 


“Enough: Americans,” he added, 
“have arrived to satisfy the allies and 
to disappoint and ultimately defeat our 
; foes.” 
| Mr. Lloyd-George ‘®mphasized the 
difficulty and almost impossibility of 
dealing with Russia, with her many 
differing and changing governments. 
He agreed, however, that it would be 
to the interest of the British people, 
(and also just and equitable, if Russia 
wanted it, that Great Britain stand by 
Russia. 

It was possible that within a short 
time, the premier said, the allies would 
be stronger than Germany. The enemy, 
‘he declared, had no further reserves 
‘to ‘call’ upon’ after another offensive 
i except by a drastic combing out of the 
| essential industries which he already 
| had started. 
| Replying to criticisms of the mili- 
tary policy and to suggestions that 
lthe cabinet had overruled military ad- 
| vice, Premier WLloyd-Geprge said he 
‘thought Mr. Bonar Law last week had 
‘given all the information that could 
‘be furnished at the present moment 
‘consistent with military prudence. Nat- 
rally, questions about the distribution 
,and mumbers of troops could not be 
' answered. 

' Concerning the American troops, the 
;/numbers arriving since March 21, said 
'the premier, had — more than satis- 
factory, and he addea: “It is an amaz- 
ing piece of organization which has 
enabled the bringing of such vast num- 
bers of first-rate American troops to 
France.” : 

American Troops Good. 

Mr. Hogge interposed: “The figures 
are admitted.” 

Mr. Lloyd-George, waving his arms: 
“Oh, all right. My honorable friend 
ought to be satisfied. I hope the Ger- 
mans are also.” 

In declining to give figures as to 
the numbers-of American troops, the 
premier said they were quite enough 
to encourage the allies and disappoint 
and ultimately defeat the central pow- 
ers. They were of the very best qual- 
ity and many were already on the fir- 
ing line. He hoped that soon very 
many more would be there. 

A breezy altercation arose between 
Mr. Hogge and the premier on a ref- 
erence to something said during a 
secret session, Mr. Lloyd-George warm- 
ly protesting against Mr. Hogge com- 
mitting a breach of faith in referring 
to a secret session. The incident was 
provoked by the premier defending 
his earlier statement that at the open- 
ing of the German offensive in March 
the contending forces were as near 
as possible equal. 

Dealing with the happenings since 
then, the premier said the Germans had 
enormously exaggerated the losses they 
had inflicted on the allies, and it was 
just possible that the allies might be 
exaggerating the losses inflicted on the 
Germans. What was certain, how- 
ever, was that there had been a great 
drain on the enemy reserves. 

Drain on German Reserves. 

It was impossible, fontinued the 
premier, to make a computation of 
the relative strength of the force® at 
the present date. The American 
troops were arriving at a great rate 
and he should be very surprised if in 
a comparatively short time the allied 
jstrength on the western front was 
not greater than the Germans.

Diaz, the Italiam commander, which 
was cabled from Rome tonight to the

“Yesterday we obtained a great vic- 
tory,” said General Diaz’ message. “Ow- 
ing to the extreme pressure of our 
troops and the continuous fire of the 
artillery and airplanes, the enemy, 
after having desperately clung for 
eight days at the cost of appalling 
losses to the right bank of the Piave 
on the night of the 23d began to re- 
treat to the left bank under our ter- 
rific fire. 

“The retreat continued during the 
entire day, protected by strong machine 
gun contingents and rear guard units, 
which, after opposing obstinate resist- 
ance, were successfully overpowered by 
the impetus of our troops, which en- 
veloped Montello and swept over on the 
entire Piave line with the exception of 
a short section at Musile, where the 
fight continues. 

“Thus far 40,000 prisoners have been 
counted, and an enormous amount of 
booty secured. An appalling number of 
Austrian corpses litter the ground, 
bearing witness of the unfortunate 
bravery and of the crushing defeat of 
the enemy.” 


ITALIANS ON HEELS 
OF RETREATING FOE. 


Rome, June 24.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The Italian troops have 
crossed the old channel of the Piave 
river, west of the main stream, and 
recaptured several of their old posi- 
tions there, according to a semi-official 
announcement. . 

From Capo Sile other detachments 
are advancing toward the main stream 
of the river. The Italians have thrown 
numerous bombing detachments across 
the main stream where the artillery 
and aircraft are hammering the enemy. 

Austrian Losses Very Heavy, 

Rome, June 24.—Extremely heavy 


losses in men and material have been 
suffered by the Austro-Hungarians in 
the @efeat which the Italians have ad- 
ministered to them on the Piave front, 
the war office announced today. The 
enemy has been driven from the entire 
west bank of the Piave, except at one 
point, and was able to cross the river 
only under the deadly fire of the 
Italian artillery. 

The Austrian dead cover the ground 
of the battle in extraordinary numbers. 

The text of the statement reads: 

_ “Yesterday gave us the crowning re- 
sults of victory. Pushed up against 
the bank of the Piave in a strip of 
gross ever becoming narrower, bom- 
arded without pause by our artillery 
and airplanes, the enemy after having 
maintained himself desperately for 
eight days at thé price of enormous 
sacrifices on the right bank of the 
river, began on the night of June 22-23 
oe withdrawal to the left bank of the 
river. 

“The crossing of the river under the 
deadly fire of our artillery continued 
yesterday, protected by a strong array 
of machine guns and covering troops, 
which after stubborn resistance were 
successfully driven back, with our 
troops at their heels. 

“The Montello and all the right bank 
of the Piave with the exception of a 
small portion of the bank at Musile, 
where the struggle is continuing, have 
returned to our hands. So far more 
than 40,000 prisoners have been counted. 

“A great quantity of arms and ma- 
terial of all kinds has fallen into our 
hands. An extraordinary number of 
Austrian dead covers the ground of 
the struggle. This proves the un- 
fortunate valor and great defeat of 
the enemy.” 


VIENNA ADMITS 
AUSTRIAN RETREAT. 


Vienna, June 24.—(Via London.)— 
The war office announces today the 
evacuation of Montello and the right 
bank of the Piave river by the Austrian 
troops.

An enemy counter attack 
delivered immediately, was repulsed. 

“The artillery activity was quite 
spirited between the Aisne and the 
Marne. 

“On June 23 five enemy airplanes 
were brought down or forced to land 
in a damaged condition. Fifteen tons 
of projectiles were dropped on avia- 
tion grounds in Picardy along the Aisne 
and on hbivouacs in the neighborhood 
of Chauines and Montdidier.

SON OF GEN. POLK DIES 
AT ATLANTIC CITY 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 24.—Dr. 
William Polk, of New York, father 
of Frank Polk, counsellor of the state 
department, died here last night. He 
was a widely known gyneologist, was 
born in 1841 and was a member of 
many scientific bodies. 

A native of Ashwood, Tenn., Dr. Polk 
was the son of the Right Rev. Leonidas 
Polk, protestant Episcopal bishop of 
Louisiana and lieutenant general in the 
confederate army, who was killed on 
the Kennesaw line in the northern 
Georgia campaign. 

Dr. Polk was a student at the Vir- 
ginia Military institute when Stonewall 
Jackson was an instructor there and 
left his studies to enter the confederate 
army at the outbreak of the civil war. 
After being selected by General Jack- 
son as a drillmaster for the Virginia 
state troops, he later served as assist- 
ant chief of artillery in his father’s 
corps. 

After the war Dr. Polk became su- 
perintendent of a cotton plantation in 
Alabama and began the study of medi- 


cine, later being graduated from Colum- 


bia university. He resigned from the 
faculty of New York university to be- 
come dean of medicine at Cornell, hold- 
ing that office at the time of his death.

Citizens of either country resident 
in the other and desiring to enlist 
under their own flag would be required 
to do so within sixty days after the 
conventions are ratified or return with- 
in that period to their own country.

In the news columns of The Constitu- 
tion Monday morning were three press re- 
ports, each of more or less purely local 
interest, but which, appearing concurrently 
as they did, and taken together, are highly 
significant as an index to the popular tem- 
perament in this so-called “political” sea- 
son. 

One date at Columbia, S. C., starts off 
with the statement that “unless there is an 
increase in the interest and attendance, it 
appears likely now that the state and sena- 
torial campaign meetings in this state may 
be called off.”

The third 
is from Augusta, Ga., and treats of the fact 
that the municipal election there this sum- 
mer will amount only to a formality, since 
the time for the filing of candidacies has 
expired with only one candidate for each 
office—with the exception of one council- 
manic position—having offered himself. 

Reports from elsewhere are of the same 
general tenor, and indicative of the same 
condition: That is,. that there is a general 
lack of interest in partisan politics this 
year, markedly so in contrast with preced- 
ing “mid-presidential” congressional elec- 
tion years. 

In other (words, the rank and file of the 

ple this year are more inter-

TURKEY'S “WAR AIMS.” 


Just what Turkey expects to get out of 
it—the war, we mean-ris indicated in a 
ludicrous statement of the “unspeakable” 
Turks’ “war aims” appearing in a recent 
issue of the Turkish newspaper Aati, a 
copy of which fell into the hands of an 
Associated Press correspondent at Basel, 
Switzerland. 

According to that newspaper the peace 
terms to which Turkey would agree would 
necessarily embrace “the restitution of 
Irak and Palestine; the re-establishment of 
Turkish supremacy in Egypt; the independ- 
ence of Persia, to be secured by the expul- 
sion of the British, the Black sea to become 
Turkish with a Turkish prince in the 
Crimea; a German prince in Georgia and 
an Austrian archduke in Armenia; Bulga- 
ria to hold northern Dobrudja, but Con- 
stanza and Dedeaghatch to become free 
ports; Austria is not to evacuate northern 
Italy until Turkey has recovered Cyrenaica 
and Turkey to recover Crete.” 

The foregoing indicates what Turkey 
wants, and what The Aati, at least, pre- 
tends to anticipate; but what it will get 
is more convincingly indicated by the daily 
reports from the fighting fronts! 

Also by the fact that America is five 
months ahead of its original war program, 
with close to a million men—fit, equipped, 
munitioned and ready for the fight—already 
overseas and with reinforcements being 
sent over at the rate of something like 
100,000 a week! 

Again, by the fact that we are just about 
to harvest the greatest yields of food and 
other war-winning crops in the recent his- 
tory of this country, and that every day 
adds to the war strength of the foes of Tur- 
key and of Turkey’s allies in every respect, 
including confidence and determination! 

Turkey wants, and may expect, a lot. 
But if it comes out of this war with its 
identity and with its name still on the map, 
either of Europe or of Asia, it will be play- 
ing in exceptionally favorable luck and re- 
ceiving better than it deserves. 

With the boastful German empire re- 
duced to the status of possibly a third or 
fourth-rate power, hated and despised by 
the rest of the world, and with Austria- 
Hungary, probably, non-existent as an inde- 
pendent power, Turkey’s portion cannot be 
much. aay 

Nobody knows, of course, just what the 
results of the post-bellum winnowing will 
be, but certain it is that whatever they are 
Turkey will have little, if anything, to do 
or to say in the shaping of them. 

And at this stage of the proceedings the 
announcement of such an ambitious peace- 
program as that carried by The Aati is cal- 
culated only to make Turkey look foolish 
and to make the foes of the Hun smile. 


STRIPES WILL STOP IT. 


As to the efficacy of stripes and jail 
bars in discouraging liquor law violators no 
better proof than that afforded by a certain 
case in the federal court at Macon a few 
days ago could be desired. 

The defendant in this case is a Jones 
county planter, who had been haled before 
the court charged with illegally manufac- 
turing whisky and selling it to soldiers. 
He was given a fair trial and founty guilty, 
whereupon Judge Emory Speer, in keeping 
with a policy to which he had recently 
committed himself—that is, to order imme- 
diate incarceration of convicted liquor-law 
violators instead of permitting them to re- 
turn home, make and harvest their crops, 
then serve their sentences during the win- 
ter months—sentenced him to pay a fine 
and to serve a term in prison, ordering that 
the serving of the prison sentence begin 
immediately. 

The culprit, who evidently had figured 
upon paying his way out of the law’s 
clutches by the fining method, was crest- 


fallen, and appealed to the court to let him. 


go back and till his fields, declaring that 
he would rather pay a fine of $2,000 than 
to go to jail! 

But the plea fell upon ears that right- 
eously were deaf to it; and the social status 
of the fellow was quickly transformed from 
that of a planter-moonshiner-blind tiger into 
that of an ordinary jailbird! 

To the best of our knowledge he is in 
jail today, a more thoughtful and a much 
wiser, though, perhaps, a sadder man, it is 
safe to assume, than he was when serving 
the kaiser at his still or peddling poison to 
the soldiers. 

And it is likewise a safe assumption 
that when he comes out he will have a 
much more wholesome respect for the law 
than ever before in his life and a more 
deep-seated appreciation of the fact that it 
is bigger than he. 

Of course, he would rather pay $2,000 


than serve a term in prison—almost any’ 


prosperous blind tiger would—which is pre- 
cisely the reason why he. should not be al- 
lowed to buy his liberty with two thousand, 
or any number of dollars! 

And if the courts generally would fol- 
low the precedent -set by Judge Speer it 
would not be long until the last blind tiger 
and the last moonshiner would become thor- 
oughly satisfied with some lawful means of 
livelihood.

Express shipments to 
Atlanta from Baltimore, Md., 17 days: from 
Hartsville, S. C. 9 days; from Louisville, 
Ky., 9 days. From Augusta to Stone Moun- 
tain, 16 days. 

Freight shipments to Atlanta from Savan- 
nah, 30 days; from New York, 13 days; from 
St, Louis, 16 days, and many others of like 
nature too numerous to mention. 

I only mention these few instances to 
show just cause for complaint, and trust 
that those in charge of the-~ railroad and 
express business will determine the cause 
of this inefficiency and put an end to it.

The recent reports of an attack upon 
the Ameriean legation at Tabriz serve to 
call attention again to a situation which 
must be the source of real regret for 
thoughtful Americans, viz.: that we are still 
at peace with two nations who are at war 
with our allies and whose acts have been 
as great offences against the principles 
which we are championing in this war as 
those of the nations with whom we are 
actually engaged in hostilities. It is dif- 
ficult to understand why we have remained 
at peace with Bulgaria and Turkey during 
the period of months in which both Bul- 
garia and Turkey have struck at our allies 
on the firing line and have committed atroc- 
ities beyond palliation upon civil popula- 
tions within their power. 

The case of Bulgaria is simple. Bulgaria 
entered the present war solely for the pur- 
pose of aggrandizement. Bulgaria was in 
the market for purchase. Her military re- 
sources were sold out to the German bid- 
der. The price was money and territory be- 
longing to her neighbors. But even before 
the present war, Bulgaria precipitated the 
Second Balkan struggle by a crime more 
indenfensible than the German invasion of 
Belgium. 

Today Bulgaria occupies terriotry of 
Serbia and Greece. She has subjected the 
civil populations of conquered regions to un- 
told brutality. Her purposes are Prussian, 
She is seeking to obtain for herself in the 
Balkans precisely the position Prussia ob- 
tained in Germany. She is using the same 
methods, with the same complete defiance 
of all moral law. 

No nation of all which are fighting has 
made a more gallant defense than Serbia. 
As long as the United States fails to declare 
war upon Bulgaria, she contributes to Bul- 
garian supremacy in the Balkans. She does 
wrong to the gallant Serb people who have 
continued a hopeless fight for liberty and in- 
dependence. We do violence to our stated 
championship of the small nation when we 
apply the principle in western Europe and 
ignore it in eastern Europe. 


Pro-Bulgar Propaganda, 


It is simple to understand why the Unit- 
ed States has not declared war upon Bul-} 


garia. Owing to 'the influence of Robert 
college there has been an active pro-Bul- 
gar propaganda in this country, cleverly 
utilized by the Bulgarian minister.

HEALTH TALKS 
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SUDDEN LOSS OF CONSCIOUSNESS. 

A friend whom you saw half an hour 
ago apparently as well as ever is found now 
unconscious. What can be the matter? Well, 
of course that is a problem for the doctor to 
solve. Yet there is no harm in knowing & 
few of the possible causes. 

1; Injury to the head. Skull ftacture. 
Concussion (which is the shock caused by 
head injury). Hemorrhage in the mem- 
branes covering the brain, from rupture of 
an artery by injury. In the latter case con- 
sciousness would perhaps be lost only after 
an interval of many minutes or even hours 
after the injury to the head. 

2. <Apoplexy, cerebral hemorrhage or 
stroke of paralysis, due to diseased arteries, 
in a person at or beyond middle age. Red 
face, stentorous or noisy breathing. 

8. Uremic coma, which sometimes de- 
velops suddenly, in @ person afflicted with 
chronic Bright’s disease (which in his easy 
going way he may call “autointoxication,” oF 
“stomach trouble,” or “neurasthenia,” oF 
“run down condition” or “ovérwork’). Uri- 
nous odor on breath. 

4. Diabetic coma. 
odor on breath. 

5. Stupor following an epileptic seizure. 

6. Carbon monoxide poisoning, from e¢8- 
caping illuminating gases, from the exhaust 
of an automobile in an unventilated ga- 
rage, from the fumes (odorless) given off 
by a stove or furnace if flues are obstructed 
or dampers too tightly closed. The victim's 
skin and lips would look blue 

7. Hysteria, in younger persons of either 
sex. Hysteria is the great mimic disease, 
and not mere tantrums as grandma imaz- 
ines. 

8. Coma produced by a drug taken in- 
tentionally or by mistake—oplum, various 
alleged “female regulators,” cocain, heroin, 
morphine, alcohol, chloroform, 

9. Cerebral embolism, that is, 
in a brain artery of a small particle 
tissue broken off from a diseased hear! 
valve, or of a bubble of air from a punc- 
tured lung, or a globule of fat from a broken 
bone, or a bit of clot from a wound. This 
is usually seen in persons between the ages 
of twenty and forty years. 

Things to bear in mind in the proper 
care of an unconscious person are, first, 
that a man may be intoxicated and yet un- 
conscious from nearly any of the above 
causes, so don’t play the bonehead police- 
man role and hasten the unfortunate to his 
death in a cell. If the face is flushed the 
head may be raised somewhat; if the face 
is pale keep the head low.

applications amd inquiries for farm 
help from military camps, and the ad- 
jutant general has advised all local 
boards to make the applications direct 
to the bureau, and not through other 
sources. 

Director Bartlett, in charge of this 
work, is in thorough co-operation with 
the authorities at Camp Gardon, Cap- 
tain Kennedy having been appointed 
furlough officer at that camp. The di- 
rector wants it impressed upon the 
farmers who need help not to send 
lawyers or delegations to Atlanta, nor 
is it necessary to come. There is a 
routine that must be followed and an 
inquiry to the bureau will carry the 
applieation blanks, affidavits, etc., di- 
rect to the applicant, who in turn must 
comply with the legal requirements 
which are plainly set out. When these 
have been complied With the governor 
approves, and then the military au- 
thorities approve, unless the soldier for 
whose furlough application is made is 
either ready for foreign ‘service, or 
Physically able for foreign service, or 
the granting of the application will in 
some way interfere with military dis- 
cipline.

ANXIOUS MONTHS 
AHEAD FOR ALLIES 
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serves within the next two months, 


and lacked further reserves except 
by the most drastic combing from 
essential industries. There were indi- 
cations that they were already resort- 
ing to such combing which proved 
that the allies had inflicted heavy 
losses in the course of this campaign. 

In the next couple of months, said 
the premier, the position would 
naturally be an anxious one, but the 
allied position was gradually improv- 
ing and he could say without boast- 
ing, which would be folly, that the 
allied generals felt confidence as to 
the issue. 

Turning to recent battles, the pre- 
mier declared that the enemy had in- 
tended to reach Compiegne, but had 
failed and were beaten back by the 
French army. 

The losses inflicted on the Germans 
undoubtedly were very serious, and, on 
the whole, the premier declared, the 
last German attack on the allies was 
undoubtedly a defeat, for the enemy 
failed to reach his objectives. 

It was quite certain that if it had 
been possible on the 29th of March to 
put before the alljed and German jlead- 
ers what the posfion would be on the 
23d of June, the allies would have been 
pleased, and the Germans profoundly 
disappointed. There was documentary 
evidence, said the premier, that the 
Germans expected much greater things 
than they had been able to achieve. 


Russia in Chaotic Condition. 


With regard to Russia, that country 
was in a perfectly chaotic condition. 
One could hardly find the same gov- 
ernment in any two villages. It was 
useless ‘talking about the Russian gov- 
ernment, as if there were one govern- 
ment for the whole country. That was 
one of the difficulties that had to be 
dealt with. There was a de facto gov- 
ernment in Moscow, but also one in 
almost every other place, and condi- 
tions were changing daily. 

‘I quite agree that it is to our in- 
terest, and just and equitable to 
stand by Russia—if Russia wants us 
to,” said the premier. “Russia has been 
brutally treated by Germany. She has 
been dismembered, and the treaties 
which Germany concluded have not 
been respected twenty-four hours. In 
defiance of the treaties, Germany is 
marching through Ukraine, the Don 
territory, and Caucasia, and will carry 
her march to the north. 

“No doubt these facts are getting well 
into the minds of the Russian people. 
The feeling in Russia some months 
that there was no difference be- 
tween the allied and the enemy coun- 
tries, but that all were striving greed- 
ily for territory, has disappeared. The 
Russians are beginning to realize what 
German militarism means. Even the 
Ukrainian peasants are ine revolt 
against German interference. 

“IT have been informed on very good 
authority during the last few hours 
that hatred for the Germans Is sinking 
deeper and deeper into the minds of 
the Russian population, especially in 
the parts occupied by the Germans. My 
informant tells me that Russia is 
readier than ever to participate in any 
movement to drive the Germans from 
Russian soifl. 

“These things are full of hope, but 
there are difficulties of access to Rus- 
sia. e only country having ‘access 
on a great scale is Japan, but on this 
subject I doubt whether it can do good 
by saying anything.

They are well aware that 
such features have no bearing on the issues which the 
citizens of Georgia must, and will, decide at the polls 
em the eleventh of September. ; 

What Georgia wants is a senator to succeed Hardwick 
who will be a man able to fulfill the tests of the office, 
® man who will command influence in congressional and 
im Washington official circles, a man who is in absolute 
harmony with President Wilson and with the Democratic 
administration, a man whose loyalty and patriotism have 
Bever been questioned, a man who will add dignity to a 
dignified office, and a man of ability. 

The News is convinced, and it believes that the ma- 
Jerity of the people of Georgia are convinced by now, 
that Hon. William J. Harris, former chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission, who resigned that important 
position to run for the Senate, is such a man. The News 
hopes he will be elected and believes, from all the evi- 
dence at hand, that he will be. If he ts sent to the 
Senate, there is no question but that ihe affairs of this 
state will receive adequate attention. 

In all friendlines, but with candor, there is not even 
a remote possibility of the election of either Cmmett 
Shaw, John R. Cooper or H. H. Dean. Together they 
will probably not carry more than two counties. This, 
then, leaves the race to Messrs. Harris, Howard and 
Hardwick. 

Hardwick ts eliminated as a serious factor. The ele- 
ments which accord him their support, a kind of secret, 
half-ashamed support, are not sufficiently numerous to 
make him a menace. He has no strength, as he himself 
is bound to realize just as soon as he bezins an active 
campaign— if he ever does. 

Howard's strength, such ag it is, is in his own con 
gressional district, where one would naturally expect to 
find it. In a few other counties, scattered about the 
state, he will make a respectable showing, hut as a gen- 
eral proposition William Schley Howard is not iaken 
seriously by the people of Georgia. He is not regardea 
as a man who measures up to the size a senator is sup- 
posed to be. Moreover; he has been so thoroughly dis- 
credited by the proof of his perfidious conduct with 
President Wilson that he is really not entitled te any 
consideration at all. | 

Mr. Harris is decidedly not a man of the type of 
Robert Toombs, Alexander Stephens, or Henry'Clay. He 
is not a profound statesman of the ponderous thinking 
kind. He does not pose in a large, black slouch hat, wear 
frock-tail coats and talk in deep, sonorous tones. He 
does not pretend to be able to settle tnternational affairs 
all by himself. ._But Mr. Harris is a man of proven com- 
petence. In two of the most important of the presidential 
appointive offices he more than made good. He is a maa 
of more than ordinary intelligence. He is exceptionally 
well versed in legislative matters and procedure. He en- 
joys an unusual acquaintance in Washington, where, be- 
sides, he is highly esteemed. He is a close personal 
friend of the President. He is a worker, persistent and 
untiring. He is remarkably and devotedly loyal to his 
friends. Such a man can be of incalculable benefit to 
Georgia as United States senator. 

The News has refrained until now from expressing 
itself intimately about the Georgia senatorial sttuation, 
but with the election only ten weeks distant we deem it 
timely, especially in view of the cheap, clap-trap methods 
of some of the candidates, to discuss the matter frankly 
and in detail.

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FAGE BANKRUPTCY 


Because of Attitude of Di- 
rector McAdoo — Repre- 
sentatives of Short Lines 
Before Senate Committee. 


Washington, June 24.—Because of the 
railroad administration’s attitude to- 
ward the short line railroads of the 
country ten thousand miles of lines be- 
longing to smaller companies are now 
on the verge of bankruptcy, and threat- 
en to suspend. operations, representa- 
tives of the short lines told the senate 
interstate commerce committee today 
in opposing Director General McAdoo’s 
request for an extension of the time 
during which control over the carriers 
by the government may be relinquished. 


They urged an amendment to prevent 
relinquishment of short lines while 


control of competing trunk lines is re- 
tained. 

B. M. Robinson, president of the 
American Short Line Rallroad associa- 
tion, declared the resolution embody- 
ing the director general’s plan in its 
present shape nullifies the present law. 
Ben B. King, of Dallas, Texas, member 
of the executive committee of the as- 
sociation, bitterly assailed the admin- 
istration’s attitude, saying he had been 
informed the administration does not 
intend making any contract with short 
lines, but proposes to announce a gen- 
eral policy relative to them. Such pro- 
cedure, Mr. King said, would only re- 
sult in ruin for the roads affected, be- 
cause it would destroy their credit. 

Mr. ‘King said the operating income 
of his road, the Gulf, Texas and West- 
ern railroad, has been reduced 50 per 
cent since the government took control 
of railroads because much of the 
freight shipments which formerly pass- 
ed over that line are now being routed 
over government controlled roads 
which compete with that one. He said 
relinquishing of the Denver and Salt 
Lake railroad, a road about 200 miles 
in length, by the government had de- 


stroyed that road's credit and that the 
Colorado and Midland railroad, having 


a mileage of 844 miles, also will have 
to suspend operations for the same 
reason. The Midland road, Mr. King 
said, parallels the Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad, and all traffic has 
been diverted to the latter road. 

B. M. Edwards, general manager of 
the Bennettsville and Cheraw railroad, 
in South Carolina, told the committee 
that since the government took control 
of the carriers his road has suffered a 
decrease of 80 per cent in the amount 
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road, he said, operated on a profitable 
basis prior to enactment of the railroad 
control law, but It cannot now. Asked 
if the government has taken over 
the road, Mr. Edwards said the situa- 
tion was in the twilight zone, no word 
having been received from the railroad 
director.
